SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION:  Located in the northwestern Gulf of

Mexico, the Flower Garden Banks National Marine Sanctuary

includes three separate areas, known as East Flower Garden, West

Flower Garden, and Stetson Banks. The Sanctuary was designated

on January 17, 1992. Stetson Bank was added to the Sanctuary in

1996. The Sanctuary Advisory Council will consist of no more

than 11 members; 8 non-governmental voting members and 3

governmental non-voting members. The Council may serve as a

forum for consultation and deliberation among its members and as
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a source of advice to the Sanctuary manager regarding the

management of the Flower Garden Banks National Marine Sanctuary.
